I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1943  as  your  Acting  Medical  Officer  of  Healtho 

As  in  the  previous  year  the  report  has  been  curtailed,  and  on 
grounds  of  national  security  comnlete  details  of  the  population  have  not 
been  included. 

The  general  standard  of  health  in  the  Borough  was  very  satis- 
factory,! and  there  was  a diminution  in  the  notifications  of  Infectious 
diseases  compared  with  the  previous  year,  especially  as  regards  Measles 
and  Whooping  Cough. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation  continued  during  the  year  under  review, 
and  details  are  included  in  the  body  of  the  report;  it  was  estimated 
that  at  the  close  of  the  year  56%  of  all  children  under  5 (i.e.  '70%>  of 
children  from  1 to  5 years)  and  85/6  of  those  between  5 and  15  years  had 
been  protected. 

The  personnel  of  the  Casualty  Services,  both  whole  and  part 
time  continued  to  give  of  their  best,  and  acquitted  themselves  with  the 
greatest  credit  both  in  exercises  and  at  incidents. 

Mr.  Russell  as  Staff  Officer  has  been  untiring  in  his  work 
for  the  efficiency  and  welfare  of  all  concerned c 

Although  the  clerical  staff  of  the  Department  was  entirely 
changed  during  the  year  owing  to  the  calls  of  the  Services,  the  v/ork 
continued  smoothly  without  the  slightest  disorganisation,  an  achievement 
for  whxich  Mrs.  Eorton  and  Miss  M.  Ward  deserve  the  greatest  credit.. 

Mr.  Horne,  as  the  only  pre-v/ar  member  of  the  staff,  proved 
invaluable,  owing  to  his  knowledge  of  the  Borough  and  of  office  routine. 

I wish  to  record  miy  sincere  thanks  to  him  for  his  invaluable  help  in  a 
great  variety  of  circumstances g 

Finally  I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Health  Coirmiittee  for  their  unfailing  consideration  and  help  throughout 
the  year ,

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CIVIL  DEFENCE  (CASUALTY)  SERVICES. 


Durin^  the  year.  Rescue  and  First  Aid  Parties  were 
amalgamated,  and  this  entailed  much  hard  work  in  reorganizing  the 
Services,  Initial  difficulties  have  now  keen  overcome  and  the 
new  arrangements  are  v;crking  well, 

A constant  state  of  readiness  vms  maintained  tliroughout 
the  year,  when  a number  of  incidents  due  to  "tip-and-run”  raiders 
were  dealt  with  in  a praiseworthy  manner  by  all  concerned.  In 
addition,  very  valuable  experience  has  been  gained  in  conjunction 
v;ith  the  St,  John  Ambulance  Brigade  in  attending  street  accidents 
(45  calls  during  the  year)  and  in  transporting  cases  to  and  from 
hospitals,  nursing  homes,  etc. 

In  the  early  part  of.  the  year  valuable  training  was 
afforded  in  the  S.E.  Region  Training  Competition,  when  a composite 
team  (Rescue  Party,  Ambulance  crew  and  First  Aid  Post  section)  were 
placed  second  to  Portslade  in  the  East  Sussex  County  finals, 

I take  this  opportunity  to  commend  all  sections  for  their 
keenness  in  training  and  their  success  in  action,^  My  special 
appreciation  goes  to  Mr,  Johnstone,  A,R,P.O.  for  his  most  helpful 
co-operation  at  all  times,  particularly  during  the  amalgamation 
period,  and  to  Mr.  Russell,  Staff  Officer,  to  v/hose  zeal  and 
enthusiasm  the  very  high  standard  reached  by  the  Service  owes  so 
much. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUITS  TAN  CSS OP  TKE  AREA 


1.  (i)  Water  Supply. 

The  control  of  the  v;ater  supply  within  the  Borough  is 
delegated  to  the  Borough  Council  under  the  Bexhill  Corporation  Act,  1925. 

No  new  sources  of  public  water  supply  v/ere  utill'sed  during 

the  year. 

Vs/ith  regard  to:- 

(a)  Quality  - The  water  is  of  excellent  quality  both  for  drinking 

and  domestic  purposes. 

(b)  Quantity  - The  supply  has  met  the  demands  of  those  parts  of 

the  Borough  which  are  on  a piped  supply  and 
there  has  been  no  curtailment  during  the  year. 

There  lias  been  no  change  in  the  arrangements  with  regard  to 
the  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination  of  the  piped  supply  of 
the  Borough  from  those  outlined  in  previous  reports.  During  1943,  11 
samples  v/ere  submitted  for  bacteriological  and/or  chemical  examination, 
all  of  which  v/ere  very  satisfactory. 

The  average  quantity  of  v/ater  used  daily  during  1943  in  the 
water  area  was  786,000  gallons.  It  represents  a decrease  of  10,398 
gallons  per  day  as  compared  with  1942.  The  average  consumption  per 
head  per  diem  in  the  v/ater  area  for  1943  was  44.9  gallons,  as  follows 
for  trade  purposes,  10. 0|  for  domestic  purposes,  34.9. 

( i i ) Drainage  and  Sev/erage  . 

No  sewers  v/ere  constructed  during  the -year -.either  by  the  Council 
or  private  enterprise,  but  maintenance  works  to  the  sewerage  system  were 
up  to  normal  standards. 


2 • { i ) Closet  Accommodation . 

There  v/ere  no  conversions  from  pail  closets  during  the  year. 
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( 1 i ) Public  glofcnslrig  and  Salvage  • 

The  supervision  of  the  work  of  the  removal  and  disposal  of 
house  refuse  is  under  the  control  of  the  Borough  Surveyor.  The 
Corporation  Tip  situated  in  St.  Mary’s  LanOp  in  a more  rural  part 
of  the  Borough,  is  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

Despite  difficulties  of  labour,  transport  and  petrol 
restrictions,  the  frequency  of  domestic  refuse  collections  has  been 
maintained  at  one  visit  per  v;eek  during  the  whole  of  1943. 

Much  attention  hs^s  been  given  to  salvage,  and  the  tonnage 
of  waste  materials  recovered  has  been  consistently  good.  At  times 
of  special  national  appeals,  the  householders  have  responded  well. 

No  further  reductions  have  had  to  be  made  in  the  staff 
engaged  on  street  cleansing,  and  it  has  been  possible  to  have  all 
streets  regularly  swept  and  kept  in  a satisfactory  condition. 


(iii)  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 


During  the  year  the  district  has  been  inspected  and  the 
necessary  action  taken  to  deal  v/ith  any  nuisance  or  defaults  dis- 
covered.

A quarterly  disinfection  of  bedding  from  all  Civil  Defence 
Depots  is  undertaken,  and  v/hllst  the  bedding  is  away  the  dormitories 
are  scrubbed  out  'with  a disinfectant.  This  service  is  greatly 
appreciated  by  personnel.
